Ohio, ‘Mother Of Presidents’, 
Pays Tribute to Favored Son 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 7.—Ohio, 
“Mother of Presidents” 
held 
in her arms her favored son, 
W arren Gamaliel Harding, for 
a few brief hours today, while 
hundreds of thousands of hum­ 
bler citizens grieved and stood 
with bowed heads to mark the 
passing of his funeral train. 
Shortly before noon the last 
car of the long, sombre train 
with its precious burden pass­ 
ed over the 
state line 
into 
Pennsylvania on its way to the 
national 
capital 
where

Harding’s country will 
claim 
him first. Then the mortal re­ 
mains will be brought back to 


the dead president’s

state, to rest forever among 
his own people. 
The homage paid the presi­ 
dent’s passing was

that all schedules were cast to

The brave widow, 
maintaining 
her

and 
strength for the 
ordeals of 
public mourning ahead, Insist­ 
ed, despite her desire to reach 
Washington early, 
that the

in Marion, his home town, Fri­ 
day afternoon.
